CALL ISSUED BY MITCHELL 


SOFT COAL MINERS WILL BE 


ASKED TO GO OUT. 


General Suspension of Mining Would 
Have a Disastrous Effect on Nearly 
Every Industry in the 
United States. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., June 18.—The long 
®xpected call for a special national conven- 
tion of United Mine Workers of America 
Was issued today by National President 
Mitchell at strike headquarters, to be held 
at Indianapolis at the earliest possible date. 
The date of the convention will be fixed 
by W. B. Wilson, national secretary, at 
Indianapolis, who has charge of the ma- 
chinery by which a convention is arranged. 


The convention will be held for the pur- 
pose of discussing the advisability of in- 
volving all the soft coal miners in the 
United States in the struggle now going on 
in the anthracite coal fields. 

“Tinder the constitution of the union, five 
districts must request a convention before 
the national president can issue a call for 
@ national convention. The five districts 
that applied for this convention were the 
three anthracite districts, the Michigan 
district and the West Virginia district, 
where the strike is now on. President Mitch- 
ell has had the consent of the five dis- 
tricts for some time. but for some reason 
did not see fit to issue the call until today. 
The request for the convention was made 
at Hazleton four weeks ago last Friday. 


STRIKE A DISASTER. 

President Mitchell was extremely uncom- 
municative as to what the probable action 
of the convention might be. If the dele- 
gates should decide to inaugurate a national 
suspension of coal mining everybody at 
strike headquarters believes it would have 
@ disastrous effect on the industries of the 
country. 

The supply of coal would become so short 
that large and small tndustries would he 
compelled to suspend operations and many 
_Tailroads would also seriously suffer.

The keenest fight in. the history of Mis- 
souri Republicanism is promised at the 
state convention which opens at Jefferson 
City next Tuesday. 

It is practicaily settled that the conven- 
tion will indorse a candidate for United 
States senator. 

Both the Kerens and Akins forces assert 
they have a majority of the delegates, and 
are now bending their energies to capture 
the St.’ Louis contingent. 

The old hulk of Ziegenheinism is still 
loyal to the national committeeman, 2nd he 
is relying on their support to dictate cer- 
tain convention policies. 


WHERE THE HITCH IS. 

Opinion is general among the politicians 
that Col. Kerens will seek to prevent the 
choice of a senatorial favorite at this time. 

The colonel would prefer the state con- 
vention to confine itself strictly to its 
avowed purposes—namely, the framing of a 
platform, the election of a state central com- 
mittee and the nomination of a superinten- 
dent of public schools and three railroad and 
warehouse commissioners. 

Sentiment outside of St, Louis, Kansas 
City and St. Joseph seems strongly against 
the national representative of the organiza- 
tion. : 

The opposition makes no secret of its 
claim that 500 out of about 750 country del- 
gates are intent upon turning down Kerens, 
not only by refusing to indorse him for the 
United States senatorship, but leaving his 
name entirely unmentioned as having ren- 
dered ‘“‘meritorious services to the party.”

It is utterly impossible at that distance 
to forecast what the national gathering 
will doa, because not one delegate has yet 
been elected. The anthracite delegates will 
go into the convention with 142,000 striking 
hard coal miners at their back for a gen- 
eral strike. 

The West Virginia delegates will have ap- 
proximately 25,000 behind them for a strike, 
and in Michigan, where the union has been 
having trouble, the delegates will also be 
instructed for a national] suspensicn. 

Central Pennsylvania will contribute a 
certain number of delegates who will want 
@ general strike, as will also Kentucky. 

It remains for western Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Illinofs and Indiana to offset this, as 
it is unofficially understood (Rp the min- 
ers of these sections are not very enthus- 
fastic for a general stoppage of coal pro- 
duction. 


BARRIER IN THE WAY. 


" There is a strong belief here that Pres!- 
dent Mitchell has some plan to submit to 
the delegates. and this belief is strength- 
ened by the fact that he delayed the call 
fo long. He had a conference with Presi- 
dent Patrick Gilday of the central Pennsy!- 
vania bituminous district on Sunday, and 
has been in frequent communication with 
other soft coal leaders in the West. The 
great barrier to be overcome in the cam- 
paign for a national suspension is the year- 
ly wage scale agreement that many of the 
soft coal miners have with the companies. 
These agrements are looked upon as con- 
‘tracts, and a large percentage of miners in 
the West are rather averse to breaking 
them. The principal bone of contention in 
the anthracite region is for a yearly wage 
agreement. 

Those who are opposed to a general strike 
_ ywse the argument that if the soft coal 
miners break these coniracts and go on 
strike to help the anthracite men they 
would be losing in the West what the hard 
coal miners are fighting for in the East. 

Some of the national leaders, who have 
discussed the subject with press corre- 
spondents at strike headquarters, say that 
if the life of the organization was in danger 
the convention would not hesitate a moment 
to call for a national strike. 


TO BREAK THE UNION. 


It is geti@rally accepted by the strikers 
that the real object of the anthracite cual 
operators is to break up the union in this 
part of the country at least, 

It is not improbable that the conservative 
men in the convention will be able to pre- 
vent a general suspension and carry 
through the convention some sort of a com- 
promise. 

One plan that fs talked of is to have only 
the central Pennelivania ond West Virginia 
men help the anthracite workers, and an- 
other pian is to have all the soft coal min- 
evs work only @ certain number of days 
each week.

HEMPLEMANN DIVORCE. 


SAYS PUBLIC IS AFFECTED 


ee ee 


Young Couple Had Not Lived To- 
gether, Court Declared, Long 
Enough to Know Each Other’s 
Dispositions. 


The proverb, ‘“‘When poverty comes fn at 
the door, love flies out at the window."’ 
slightly altered, was quoted Wednesday 
morning by Judge John A. Talty in dis- 
missing the divorce suit of May B. Hem- 
plemann again Edward Hemplemann. 


Both the husband and wife were seeking 
a divorcé, and Judge Talty, in refusing to 
grant the desired separation, called atten- 
tion to the fact that the public was a third 
party in the case, though unrepresented, 
and that the court’s duty was to guard the 
public interest. 

The Hemplemanns were married Nov. 
3, 1900. and lived together until Nov. WW, 
1901. This time, the court held, was not 
long enough, considering the age of tne 
husband and wife, to make divorce pro- 
ceedings in order. 

“In this case,” Judge Talty stated, 
‘“‘nlaintif” failed to produce the quantum of 
evidence necessary to entitle her to a de- 
cree, and the évidence aduced by defend- 
ant was insufficient to entitle him to a de- 
cree on his oross-bill. 

‘“‘Married in the fall of 1900 and finally 
separated in 1901, it would seem that these 
young people scarcely lived together long 
enough to become acquainted with, to un- 
derstand, each other's dispositions or tem- 
peraments. 

‘To our mind the trial disclosed a case 

of a young my oe being unable to provide 
for and keep the wife in the manner and 
style she expected he would; a case where 
very shortly after entering into the solemn 
contract of marriage, poverty drove away 
the love she had, or perhaps thought she 
had, for him, and has ever since stood like 
a spectre between thet. 
“Although both parties are asking a de- 
cree, it will be refused, for an action for 
divorce is triangular—one in which the mar- 
ried parties are plaintiff and defendant, 
and the public occupies, without being men- 
tioned in the pleadings, the position of third 
party. The interest of the latter blends 
with various third persons not before the 
court. Since they cannot protect them- 
selves, the public, represented bv the court. 
is under duty to protect them. The bill and 
cross-bill, for the reasons first above stated, 
will be dismissed.”’

Instead of leaving the city Henderson 
remained here and cofrfided the fact of the 
shooting to his sweetheart, who took an- 
other girl into her confidence, and jn this 
way it reached the police. Meanwhile De- 
tectives Thornton and McGuire were hunt- 
ing Henderson high and low for burglary,. 
and one day they caught him sipping into 
his mother’s home and they forcibly en- 
tered. A terrible fight followed, and it was 
not until Henderson had been shot and bad- 
ly wounded that the detectives succeeded 
in capturing him. e@ was convicted and 
sentenced to prison for 21 years, and after 
serving seven years it was thought he was 
dying of consumption and a on of 
this city succeeded in getting him paroled 
that he might die at home. 

Henderson rapidly recovered after his re- 
lease and disclosed the fact that his physi- 
cal condition was due to eating soap and 
very clever acting.

Henderson was located yesterday in his 
mother’s house in the suburbs of Marion. 
Four policemen with shot & loaded with 
buckshot were sent to make the capture. 

Patrolmen Galbreth,; Broughman, Rhea 
and Lendrum approached the house bv g0- 
ing through a grove. Within 200 yards of 
the house it was necessary to cross an open 
field. The four patrolmen deployed like 
pickets and started across the open field 
with guns. 

When_ within about 100 yards of the 
house Henderson made a dash for liberty. 
He ran to the road and mounted a bicycle. 
The command to halt was not obeyed and 
the shotguns were used with telling effect. 
When the first volley was fired Henderson 
fell from his wheel with a number of 
buckshot In his back. He arose to his feet 
with a large revolver tn each hand and 
opened fire on the posse. A number of 
shots were exchanged and Henderson 
started to run, pursued by the officers. 

The officers kept up a continual fire with 
the shotguns and Henderson returned the 
fire at every op rtunity. Finally he was 
so badly wounded that he cand not use 
his pistol and was forced to yield.

The fines, considering the offense, were inadequate, and the 
Board of Health and Humane Societies should not cease their 
efforts until every offending daif¥Y has been cleaned, the diseased 
cows removed and the proper conditions of ventiiation, etc., pro- 
vided. In cases where there is not enough room, or the buildings 
cannot be remodeled so as to be made sanitary, the dairy should 
be condemned. -- 

Why its this duty of inspecting dairies carried on spasmodically? 
The ordinance gives the Health Department full power, and the 
sanitary inspectors should make frequent and thorough in- 
spections and reports. Action should not depend on public or 
private complaint. The people should be protected all the time. 
It will be of littie use to provide for better efficient milk in- 
spection unless the source of impure milk—the filthy, unsanitary 
dairy—is driven from the city.

To be insane he must have delusions. 

If a man whom you knew to be a prosaic 
keeper of a delicatessen shop were to tell 
you he was John D. Rockefeller and that his 
brother was the Ameer of ‘‘something some- 
where on the Bombay side,” you would 
naturally consider him insane. If you can 
show that these statements of his are de- 
lusions he may be declared legally insane. 

But you would have to declare in writing 
that the man was not John D. Rockefeller 
and to prove that the other things were as 
equally untrue. This, nevertheless, is a 
well-marked case of delusion and outright 
insanity. 

But supposing the man claimed that he 
was nightly visited by Banquo's ghost and 
that he could hear trumpets throughout the 
day, you could not incarcerate him. In 
these cases he saw the ghost and heard the 
trumpet. There was a physical basis for 
his concepts. They were merely illusions. 

We all of us suffer from some hallucina- 
tions. We look down a railway track and 
see that the two lines converge. That is a 
hallucination of the optical sense. The lines 
do not converge, but only appear to do 30, 
owing to the tendency of our eyes to con- 
centrate to a given point. 

The law is equally careful In deciding 
whether or not a criminal is prompted in 
any offense by insanity. To be held guilt- 
less for a crime a man must be proved un- 
able to distinguish between right and 
wrong. Thus, supposing that you are in a 
railway carriage and the man in the oppo- 
site corner suddenly tells you you are an 
evil spirit trying to claim his soul, that he 
will not allow you to do so, and that he 
seizes you and strang) ou—that man will 
be brought up for trial hd sent to a luna- 
tic asylum.

Public ping pong is among the picturesque 
probabilities in St. Louis. 
It is already a strenuous reality in New 


York and other eastern cities. The leading 


hotels and cafes furnish their patrons the 
same facilities for indulging in parlor ten- 
nis as they do in billiards. 

There are two St. Louisans who believe 
that St. Louis should not longer be behind 
the ‘“‘band wagon’’ in this respect. Both 
are fortunately situated where they may be 
able to put the World’s Fair city abreast of 
the ping pong procession. 


Ping Pong in 
Billiard Rooms. 
They are George Schaeffer, manager of 
the Grand billiard hall, Sixth and Pine 
streets, and Charles Whitney Wall, mana- 
ger of the billiard room of the Planters’ 
Hotel. 
It is their idea to establish ping pong 
tables in connection with their billiard par- 
lors in the fall. 
Already the billiardists are discussing the 
change that will come over their favorite 
resorts when racquets are introduced in- 
stead of cues, when tiny white hollow cel- 
luloid balls. spersede the heavy varicolored 
ivories, and when the usual billiard hall 
parlance is punctured with shouts of ‘‘fif- 
teen love,’ “love forty,’’ ‘“‘vantage out’’ 
‘“‘douce’’ and other similar effete expres- 
sions. 
But the day is not far distant, persons 
who have studied the situation say, when 
ping pong will be one of the recognized and 
established indoor sports in St. Louis. 
Already eastern visitors are inquiring for 
the game and the _ disposition of St. 
Louisans is to give the visitors what they 
want. 
“Several persons have spoken to me about 
introducing ping pong in the Grand,” said 
Mr. Schaeffer to the Post-Dispatch, ‘‘and I 
have about concluded to give it a trial. I 
have plenty room here, and if I find that 
it interferes too much with the billiard and 
pool games I may put it in the gallery up- 
stairs."’ 
The gallery mentioned {ts now used for 
exhibition and championship contests. It 
has a wide space in the center for a table 
and tiers of seats on either side. 
“IT think ping pong is a good exciting 
game. I don’t think the exercise is violen*. 
as some people say. That is, for the or- 
dinary man. Any exercise is violent for a fat 
man—playing ping, pong or playing bil- 
liards. If a fat man walks all around a 
billiard table for a couple of hours and 
twists himself into all kinds of pesitions 
he is likely to find the exercise decidedly 
strenuous.”’ 
“I know that ping pong is the latest nov- 
elty with business men in the Kast, and 
that they play it at the downtown resorts 
during business hours. I believe in giving 
St. Louis people the novelties they want in 
my line, and that’s why I have about con- 
cluded to put in a ping pong table.” 


Planters’ May 

Adopt the Game. 

“T had a call last night,” said Mr. Wall 
at the Planters’, “from some eastern trav- 
eling gentlemen who wanted to play ping 
pong, and was sorry I could not accommo- 
date them. I believe St. Louis ought to 
have places where ping pong can be played 
by visitors to the city. The Planters’. bil- 
Hard room will not admit of the addition of 
a ping pong table at present. 

“I am going away in a few weeks to be at 
|Mackinac for the summer, but before I re- 
tufn in the fall I am going to see what Mr. 
Weaver thinks about introducing the game 
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busine*es men may be organizing ping pong 
teams in the fall. 

Later a state ping pong association might 
be organized, and the champlonships played 
in St. Louis to develop local interest in the 
sport.
